iling . 
As a result K e e ne h a s been r e c ­ 
om m ended for a cong ressional medal of 
honor, a r a r e and disting uished rew ard, 
and his companions for a certificate of 
m erit. 
In addition ho received a p e r ­ 
sonal t e l e g r a m of th a nks from the g e n­ 
e ra l c om m a nding th e District of N or t h ­ 
e rn Luzon and was recom m ended for 
speedy promotion.
